It was Gen. Grant who said that

This assault made by Candidate Alt- 


geld is not an impulseof the moment 
or an incident of the campaign.

committee on penal and reformatory

The copies were furnished 
and no further use of-'them was' made 
T>y the democratic' majority of that com- 
jmlttee than to "pocket" the copies and 
carry them off with them: The use 
that has actually been made 'of them 
appears in the set speeches now being 
made by the democratic candidate for 
governor. The details of the contracts1 
ere set forth witbl such . particularity : 
that the author of the speech must have 
bad access either to tho original docu- 
ments or to exact copies of them. 


Perhaps a mention of this business is 


all that is necessary in this connection. 
It shows, however, how democratic 
etatesmen attend to the business of the 
state when in office. 


Few people of the present day have

jot power. Tho reformation of the erim- 
jiual was not an element in. the 
Jeaae system. Hard, brutal, demoral- 
izing, degrading treatment, long hours 
tof labor, and scanty fare were the pook1 
wretch's lot. Under the law the lessee 
Was the warden without salary paid by 
the state and one of tho requirements 
was that the state should be at no ex- 
pense whatever on account of the con- 
victs. 


They were leased sbul and body to 


the contractor, and the contractor was. 
their guardian and keeper. The cruel 
lash, the ice bath, the dungeon, the 
thumb torture, were in daily and hour- 
ly use with not a living human being to 
stand between the convict and the 
cruelty inflicted 'by tho man who 
owned, because he had bought him 
from the state, body and soul, and 
had no further interest in him than to 
get out of him the last drop of sweat 
and, .toil there was in him. 
Is this 


a picture of the fancy? Far from it. It 
is only too true, and under republican 
control and methods it is gone forever. 
Will it be revived if the democrats are 
restored to power in Illinois? There is 
ino way of Judging of the.future but by 
the past. The old barbarous leaso sys- 
tem is 'part of the record of tho demo- 
cratic party in Illinois, and the only ree^ 
ord it has in prison management. 


Perhaps as good an Illustration of the 


old democratic system of prison man- 
agement as can be produced is an epi- 
sode which took place in 1658 when a 
change of lessees occurred. Col. Sam 
Buckmaster & Co., sterling old dem- 
ocrats all of them, had been the lessees 
of tho prison ever since there was a 
penitentiary in the state. Col. Sam 
Casey & Co., also democrats, obtained 
the lease from the general assembly in 
1857 and took possession in 1859. When 
the transfer came to be made Buck- 
master claimed pay for the clothing on 
the backs of the convicts. Casey de- 
murred, b«t it was no use^ 
Buck- 


master stripped and turned over to 
Casey nearly 600 naked convicts and 
Casey had to buy the clothing and pay 
for it or receive the 600 convicts in 
nature's garb. Do tho people of the 
state of Illinois want to return to a 
system so shameful as that or restore to 
power the party which permitted it and 
might do so again? 


It is proper to add in this connection 


that when the lease system, With all its 
enormities and brutalities — in which 
the lessees assumed 'the duties of 
warden and practically took' the place 
of the state, feeding, clothing' and 
punishing the prisoners at will— was 
discarded 
in 1887, 
it 
gave place 


temporarily to a system of employment 
on "state account," as it was called; 
Which in a short period involved the 
state in heavy pecuniary lose. In his 
message of 1809, Gov. John M.. Palmer,' 
DOW United States senator by 'vote of a 
democratic majority in the democrat 
general assembly, recommended the ad- 
option of the system of "state control" 
which was bnt another name for the 
"contract system," and which was en- 
acted into a law and' remained in force 
until the adoption of the late constitu- 
tional amendment. 
Gov. Palmer was 


always proud of having championed this 
"state control" system, and he was 
also an earnest, U not an outspoken 
opponent of the late .amendment at the 
tune of its adoption. ' 
. 
: 


The "golden period" 'of free 'trade, 


1846 to 1860, of which democratic ora- 
tors so loudly boast, was only golden 
to circulators and "shavers" of ' demo- 
cratic stumptail currency, r the shave 
averaging from fifteen to fifty cents on 
the dollar. They want to' return ;to 
this condition, but the victims' of that 
period will hardly consent to do so.

Amid much enthusi- 
asm, Mr. Cleveland arose and spoke as 
follows: 


I hope It ]s not necessary for mo to tell yon 


low much I enjoy betas;, with you to-night and 
tow exceedingly gratifying ta every reflection 
ana-gestea by this occasion. Its best and moat 
pleasant feature Is, of course, the presence 
lore or many old Buffalo frJonQs wntah recalls 
:o my mind Incidents and associations whiol) 
lave been and will always continue to be the 
hlngs most caret ally kept by memory for my 
delight. 


Yon havo among yon one at least, who thir- 


ty-two years ago belonged with me to a demo- 
cratic olnb which bail In band the task of 
electing Stephen A. Douglas to tho presidency. 
Many a night we marched aide by side In yellow 
capes and bearing torches. I do not believe 
that either of us supposed for a moment that 
our candidate could be defeated, provided we 
marched far enough and made .noise enough, 
and had enough of kerosene oil .running from 
cur torches down our backs. 


I am thus reminded of a time when my par- 
ilclpatlon In the activities of politics meant en- 
thnslamfaraman or » cause, a groat deal, of 
excitement and nblaa; plenty of hope end con- 
fidence, generally followed by bitter dliiap-, 
pofntment, soon forgotten.

yet our farmora have been compelled to 
sell in a foreign market. 
The price they 


get for their produce, wherever sold is 
tUtermined by the Liverpool market." 


The facia are that oar free traders use 


the "Liverpool Market" to keep their 
people in line. It is the bogie man trot- 
ted ont when argument bos 
failed. 


When it suits the purpose of a free trader 
to do so he assumes with an air of posi- 
tiveneas that defieu opposition, that the 
price of the products of the American 
farm is fixed in Liverpool. 
But when 


the truth is better then ha tells us that 
it is the volume of the farmers product 
which controls the market quotations at 
Liverpool. Take Roger Q, Mills opinion 
if yon please. In his speech in congress 
April 15, 1884, he said: 


The large quantities of wheat sent by 


the United States and Bnssia to England 
control :the prices at which the few 
thousand bushels that Ohili and Brazil 
must be sold in Liverpool and London. 


The man who is disposed to deal with 


facts knows that Mills' statement is cor- 
rect and the Review's statement is incor- 
rect. The volume of farm products on 
the general market fixes the price. Pro- 
tection is in the business of enlarging 
the American market to consume the 
products of the American farm by en- 
larging the array of consumers. The 
protectionists gave the country the Mor- 
rill tariff law and at the same time gave 
the man who desired to turn big atten- 
tion to farming, the Homestead law, 
Under the Homestead law the amount of 
larm lands have been wore than doubled,- 
and yet protection has multiplied the 
conaumw at the same time to such an 
Extent that ti» farmer's home market is 
better than it ever has been and is bet- 
ter able to bny what the farmer has to 
eeU. The greater the demand at home 
for the American farmer's product, the 
higher EnropeljaB to bid for the snrplns. 
So ihrtead of Hv»rpool fixing the price 
theahOHyot the home market to oon- 
•wne nte* the price to the foreign 
ooniamw. Without a home market tin i 


foreign market would fix the price, and 
that is the condition the protectionist 
tries to avoid . Few new farms can now be 
opened in this country, and under pi re- 
tention, which seeks to increase the num- 
ber of consumers, it will not be far in the 
future until all the American farmers' 
products will have a home market. Tfiis 
condition is what the free-trader is trying 
by his policy to prevent, and that is the 
reaeon the American f inner votes to con - 
tiane protection . Because he baa sense 
enough to do this, he is called by the 
free-trader the dumbest of all classes.

Is not direct tasaH 
tion of all visible property about thcj 
farm, the shop, the store and the Amer- 
ican home, to get money for running 
expenses of our local, county and state 
governments, a more complete and in- 
oxorablo system of robbery than any 
tariffs levied on any foreign-made goods? 


Call both systems of raising- revenue 


a robbery if "you will, for argument's 
sake, why remove the alleged robber 
tariff mainly on foreign-made luxuries, 
which no farmer nor laborer is com- 
pelled to buy, and adds $170,000,000 a 
year of robber taxes to our already 
heavy loaded taxpayers? And as reve- 
nues must bo raised for government 
purposes, why f aver foreign free trade 
trusts instead of American farmers and 
American factories? We are now talk- 
ing more particularly about Illinois 
farmers and industries.

Under the law the lessee 
Was the warden without salary paid by 
the state and one of tho requirements 
was that the state should be at no ex- 
pense whatever on account of the con- 
victs. 


They were leased sbul and body to 


the contractor, and the contractor was. 
their guardian and keeper. The cruel 
lash, the ico bath, the dungeon, the 
thumb torture, were in doily and hour- 
ly use with not a living human being to 
stand between the convict and the 
cruelty inflicted by tho man who 
owned, because he had bought him 
from the state, body and soul, and 
had no further interest in him than to 
get out of him the last drop of sweat 
and; toll there was in him. 
Is this 


a picture of the fancy? Far from it. It 
is only too true, and under republican 
control and methods it is gone forever. 
Will it be revived if the democrats are 
restored to power In Illinois? There is 
ino way of Judging of the future but by 
the past.. The old barbarous leaso sys- 
tem is 'part of the record of the demo- 
cratic party in Illinois, and the only recr 
ord it has In prison management. 


Perhaps as good an Illustration of the 


old democratic system of prison man- 
agement as can be produced is an epi- 
sode which took place In 1858 when a 
change of lessees occurred. Col. Sam

nenitentiary in the state. Col. Sam 
Casey & Co., also democrats, obtained 
the lease from the general assembly in 
1857 and took possession in 1858-. When 
the transfer came to be made • Buck- 
master claimed pay for the clothing on 
the backs of the convicts. Casey de- 
murred, but it was no use. 
Buck- 


master stripped and turned over to 
Casey nearly 600 naked convicts and 
Casey had to buy the clothing- and pay 
for it or receive the 600 convicts in 
nature's garb. Do tho people of the 
state of Illinois want to return to a 
system so shameful as that or restore to 
power the party which permitted it and 
might do so again? 


It is proper to add in tills connection 


that when the lease system, With all its 
enormities and brutalities— in which 
the lessees assumed 'the duties of 
warden and practically took the place 
of the state, feeding, clothing' and 
punishing the prisoners at will— was 
discarded in 1887, 
it 
gave 
place 


temporarily to a system of employment 
on "state account," as it was called;- 
Which in a short period Involved the 
state in heavy pecuniary loss. In his 
message of 1809, GOT. John M.. Palmer,' 
now United States senator by 'vote of a 
democratic majority in : the democrat 
general assembly, recommended the ad- 
option of the system of "state control" 
which was but another name for the 
"contract system," and which was en- 
acted into a law and remained in force 
until the adoption of the late constitu- 
tional amendment. 
Gov. Palmer was 


always proud of having championed this 
"state control" system, -'and he was 
also an earnest, if not an outspoken 
opponent of the late .ajuendment at the 
time of its adoption. " '". "; 
, 


The "golden period" 'of free •trade', 


1846 to 1860, of which democratic ora- 
tors so loudly boast, was only golden 
to circulators and "shavers" of demo- 
pratio stumptail currency', r the shave 
averaging from fifteen to fifty cents oh 
the dollar. They -want to' return ;to 
this condition, but the victims of that 
period will hardly consent to do so.
